miums In Saskatchewan conditions 
Were little better, losses amounting to 
92 per cent. of the premiums 

The main feature of the requested 
and suggested amendments is the time 
limit of acceptance or repection of a 
policy be extended from 24 to 48 
hours 

Want Protection 


At present a farmer can wire or 
phone his desire for coverage to the 
insurance companies, and the cover- 
Sze commences at that tim The 
companies want to have 48 hours 


elapse between the time of filing no- 
tification for coverage and the time 
at which the coverag> will be either 
accepted or refused By this means 
it is hoped to overcome any suggestion 
of delaying the placing of insurance 
until the last possible moment 

At present the law provides that it 
{s optional with the companies whe- 
ther they accept applications by wire 
or telephone, and it is understood that 
they have decided to refuse any 
plications made by this method 

Speaking in respect to the amend- 
ments, Mr. Brace said that it was his 
opinion that farmers must play 
game with the companies if they 
sired them to remain in the field 
that business should not be confit 
to a six weeks’ period in the middle 
of the summer. but should be spread 
over the entire growing season
